lations, setting forth. the absurdity of the 
idea that war ean be of benefit either to the 
conqueror or-the Gefeated, and vost pro- 
, porale’ for‘universal arbitration ‘have been 
_” « launched ‘by yesponsible Governments, The 


Palace at ‘The Hague stands ready to. 


arbitrate batween nations, and has .thus 
stood while nt least three great-wars have 
been waged, excluding the present conflict 
between: Itsly and Turkoy, which, if evor 
there was a war that could have been’ 
arrested by arbitration, is certainly the oue.: 
Yet amid all the preparations for universal 
peace, the building of palaces. for interna-, 
tional arbitration, the drafting of arbitration 
treaties, and: the preaching of* tho benefits 
which peacs will bring in its train, the 
piling up of armaments bas still continued. 
Larger and larger warsbips are being built, 
‘weapous of greater precision manufactured, 
and more men ‘drilled ‘into great fighting 
machines. Even the conquest of the air is 
xegarded muinly as only another means: by 
vv Mhich warfare. may be conducted inva yet 
wore deadly manner.

the cry for peace be so persistent, they ask, 
unless we are on the verge of war? On the 
other hand, it has to he remembered.that:it 
ia often the caso that the outery against 
some evil is loudest when the: evil..is 
lessening in force, How often have logiala- 
tora passed laws whed the evils enacted 
against hava been proved by statistics to 
lave already passed the climax? May it 
not be the case that the strength of the 
peace movement is itself a digm that the 
climax in the war-fevor has bean passed and 
that it will hanceforward decline until some 
fresh cause for strife arise. However this 
may be, the nations show no alackening in 
their zeal for armaments, which are now 

what with first cost, maintenance ‘and 
replacement, as expensive as war itself, 
Waiting for war. and preparing for it are 
rapidly proving as costly as the “ real thing,” 
end the time must come when a halt must be 
called if the nations are not to be plunged 
into anarchy. . A proportion of every man's 
labour goes to the State, whick takes the 
result of that labour turned into hard cash. 
When the period of lubour for the State 
reaches & proportion which will not allow the 
worker the tima tocarn his own food and 
enjoy the Iuxuries which he demanis, 
the breaking point will have been reached. 
That point is far off, but even an approach 
to it is likely to breed trouble, It has*beon 
claimed that war—or.rather the danger of 
war—-haa bean a great incentive to material 
development, as, for instance, in the on. 
oduragement of the mastery of the air, which 
all Governments are ‘now pursuing with 
a warlike purpose, although indirectly the 
regults will be of benefit in times of, peace. 
This is to come extent true, although it may 
be noted theta large number of the inven- 
tions which make for material progress 
have not, and never will, receive support, 
from the military authorities, while in most 
cages the initial experiments in inventions 
which have later teen adopted by stich 
authorities have beon conducted privately, 
Even granting, however, ‘that the danger of 
war has toa certain extent aided material 
development, it. maybe deked whether the 
price paid has not heen excessive, In other 
words, supposing war had never been dreant 
of, would not the world be better off even 
if ita material development’ :had . been. re- 
stricted in certain directions? | Taking into 
consideration the, time, labour (which means 
wealth) and lives lost’ in the preparation 
for war and in war itself, the'answer seers 
to be in the. affirmative.” Is there any 
remedy for the bellicose attitude of- the 
nations? Peaca enthusiasts say yes. Thoy 
appeal to'reasou aa showing the absurdity 
of war; to humanity and to religion. The 
cool observer thinks otherwite, He secs a 
complete absencs of solidarity among the 
nations, and without solidarity “peace can 
never reign, A country torn by civil cunflicts 
aud a world upset by. international wars are 
on an exact parallel; in both cased there is 
an absence of that solidarity which ennbles 
8 nation to move forward with united aim. 
An outside danger, such as Mr. Wexis’ 
invasion from Mars, might draw the 
nations of the earth together, but ‘put. 
ting aside -such an improbable . event, 
there seems little hope of general 
peace. Even a peace confederation of 
the great Powors, which would be prepared 
to treat a3 a matefactor any Power attempt. 
ing to gd to war, would be ‘inaffectual ‘as 
long as human passions are stronger thin 
buman reason, ‘The late: Mr. Henpent

CHOLERA VACCINATION, 
Jt has been not so very - many years 
since attacks on small-pox vaccination as 
4% great absurdity fond many sympa- 
thizers, but the later swing of the 
pendulum has been bringing faith .in 
inoculation & a prevention’ of most 
serious dikeases. Experiments in cholera 
prevention have been recently in pro: 
gress at the Pasteur Institute in Paris, 
Tho phypiciane—Chas, Nicolle, A. Conor 
and KE, Conseil—report that a culture of 
the’ cholera bacillus was used, free from 
dead bacilli and the harmful productg of 
living bacilli, and that the inoculations 
sere tried on 36 patients. It was de- 
jmonstrated. that a healthy person could 
le inade'so immune that .in three cases 
water contaminated by cholera: patients 
actually produced no ill-effects. ‘The 
injection jis ‘usually. made late in the 
afterncon, About’ two hours later a 
sensation of cold is felt, follwed -by 
fever-like aweats and 1. rise in tempera. 
ture that may reach 103dey., and: after 
an hcur or two of thia the patient falls 
asicep, He awakens quity well, with no 
diarrhea or other noticeable effects. 
_ NAVIGATION HY PUMPING, 

_ Making a navigable stream hy Pump- 
ing is rather unusual engineering work, 
but it is* being done ‘on. the Canal 
@Orleans, a part of the system of artj- 
ficial passages connecting the Loire and 
Seine rivers in Frence. The ‘water 
supply on this canal, derived from 
thirteen reservoirs and several small 
streams, proved insufficient -for 
traffic.

~The “above ‘procidiire of quarantine 6 | 
ay novel: as it is effective. In fact, we

of this innovation, any ship coming to 
Dairen or Port Arthur from Shanghai 


direct or via that port, which. has been :

As everyono knows, the naw. Campanile 
at Venice is, to outward appearance, the 
very counterpart of its predecessor. But 
the interior of the new tower conceals, 
sys. tho Frankfort Timea, in, its con- 
struction the most up-to-date achieve- 
menta of science. Tho most curious and 
interesting example of this is the old 
angel of St.-Mark’s, enthroned on the 
summit of the tower, which has undergone 
a remarkable modernisation. of its 
interior. ; : 

Tt used simply to atand on ita base on 
the top of the tower. Modorn ongineer- 
ing, not content with fixing it firmly to 
its ancient. resting-place, endowed it with 
the faculty of swinging hither and thither 
as the wind impela it. This device will, 
it is hoped, obvinte the dangerous effects 


of the wind pressure constantly exerted 


upon it in its exposed position. 

Inside the figure has beon fixed a 
vertical bar, which bangs down below 
the roof of the tower and carries at its 
lowest extremity a weight which is greater 
than that of the angel itself. The angel 
weighs l.ton Sewt. ;.the weight, 1 ton bewt. 
The figure stands on a hall, which allows 
of movement round a vertical as woll as 
a horizontal axis.. Evon the attachments 
inside the figure are’ arranged on_ this 
ball-bearing. principle.
